GoTeruor Seymour aud the New West- 
minster Vouucil. 
We have perneed the oongrattilatory 
address of the Nov WoBtminBtor City 
Council to Governor Seymour and the 
reply of His Exoellonoy thereto, with 
tbeliogs oi qoDsiderable satisfaction, 
and feel confident that the latter is 
a favorable augory of what the policy 
of the Qovernment will be. Whilo 
the reader of the address cannot tail 
to detect the same old spirit of solfislw 
□ess that has ever actuated a majority 
of the people of New Westminstor, 
or to notice the untrathful ro>< 
minder that " ITnion was not Bought 
by the people residing on the mainland" 
(a hint to His Excellency that tho 
Island should expect no favor at his 
hands), tho statement of the Council 
" that tho past year has been ono of 
peculiar anxiety to us" (them), will bo 
readily believed by all who hnvo 
watched tho tone of the public priiU:^ 
at the capital, or listened to tho ru'^ 
marks oi its public men when dealing 
with the question of Union. If iu re- 
ply to their reminder tho Oituncil oxs 
peoted an assurance from £Us ExceK 
lenoy that their superior claims would 
be recognised and fostered, thoy have 
been q^oietly and diplomatically undo- 
oeived, and their " anxiety," which bon 
fore was " peculiar," -n- i:.t now bo nb^ 
solutely overpowering. In rolorring 
to tho condition of aflairs at tho capi- 
tal, Mr Seymour frankly acknowledges 
that whilo in England ho was mislod 
by tho " somowhat ovcr-sanguino ox-, 
poctations of somo of my [bis] correa- 
pondents," which " bavo not boon iully 
realised." By this candid admission, 
Mr Seymour shows that bo boos and 
understands the blunders into which 
ho was betrayed by placing implicit 
reliance in tho statomonts of interested 
men writing from Now Westminster. 
Tho unforlunato position in wbieh 
these correspondents, by their mia- 
statomonls — which wo boliovo woro 
wilful and not merely ovcrzoalous — 
have placed His Excellency, is deoply 
to bo deplored. It was on the faith of 
these misstatements that tho celebrated 
letter to the Colonial Office from Paiia 
was written ; and it was this letter 
wbieh eroatod a feeling of indignation 
in the minds of Lho Islanders towarda 
Governor Seymour, and of hostility 
to Union that at ono timo throat-- 
oned to culmiiiato in open rebellion. 
Happily that danger has blown over. 
After calm rofloolion, tho promptings 
of sober second thought bavo 
prevailed, and to-day, wo vontnro to 
eay, thoro are no more loyal people 
than those of Tancouvor inland, or 
nono more disposed to accept tho con- 
ditions — distasteful though they bo 
—aud assist iu roatoring tho country 
to its former proaporjly. Tiio expres- 
sion by His Exeollouoy of " a desire to 
promote harnioiiy aud good-will * * 
between two I'ingliah coininuuitica " 
will meet with hearty approval in 
this city and elsowhoro throughout 
Vancouver lalaud. Our jjfople well 
know that there can bo no remedy I'or 
tho ills under which they hibor 
if thoy ofl'or a factious oppoai-. 
tion to a Government, or feed 
tho flamo of animosity towarda a 
people with whom thoy are connecteii 
by tho common ties of nationality anil 
allogiaiico. Kothiiig could bo more 
impolitic than tho iiiiinifeatiilioii ol 
ft dispoailion of hostility toward lli.-i 
Excellency, who not only avers that 
tho misstatements in his i'aris letter 
woro not intentionally made, but in 
manly, straightforward langaage, 
which should win for him tho reapeet, 
ifitdooa not gain tho frionil.ilii[), cii hia 
bitloruHt opponent, aaya : — " I t'.-/; of 
you, and ol' all tlic Coloiii.--t:i Ir'im Vic- 
toria to Cariboo, a Icim nt dnd iiuluty nt 
considi ration of my carUrr ad^.'' Tiii.-- 
ono Houtonco is worth all tho rest; ol 
tho ro[)ly put together. .It indiealea 
that Governor Seymour, realiaing that 
his "earlier acts" have not given 
Batisfaction, inuaiuueh !iH they woro 
directed moro to thu buililing up of a 
Hoction than to tho prohpority of the 
whole Colony; and I'oulin;.; that the 
miHtakori into which bail advihera and 
" con eHpondonts" bavo led hiin,i,snol 
abovo asking forgivcneat, and at the 
enrao time giving hia word of honor 
that ho will put forth his moat ciinieat 
endeavors to pi oinoto the iuturoslH of 
'<ail the Colonists, Jroni Victoria to Cari- 
boo." The aaaunuico of Jiia l']xuolioney 
that " no Government over which he 
proaidoB will over consider itself abovo 
tho wholesome control of public 
opinion," is a matter for deep congratu- 
lation. If iMr Seymour really wishes 
to Bocuro tho people a fuller 
eentatioD than tboy are likely to enjoy 
lor somo years to oomoi we expect to 



soo an effort made by him to incroaso 
the number ol" electoral districts, and 
to cpon tho door of tho Council Gham- 
bor for tho .■idmisaion of at least ono 
popular representative to every olli- 
cial member. The reply, although 
addressed to tho Now Westminster 
City Council, is really intended 
to assure tho peo[)lo of othor 
sections of the honest intentions of 
His Excellency. To iS^ow Westminster 
..Mr yeymour owed no apokigy. All 
tho favors of his administration in 
days gone by were aliuwered on tho 
I'avored people of that cnd'ryo city." 
It waa tho (Jaribooites who complains 
ed of the chilling cll'eets upon their 
interests from tho early jiolicy of Mr 
Seymour ; and it was tho Yictorians 
who loll thomselvoa aggrieved by the 
niisroproaentations contained in the 
Paris letter. J3oth sections required 
tho explanation and assurance that 
havo boon given, and both may now 
rest easy under tho belief that, so 
far as it lies in the Govoroor's power, 
tlieir interests will bo fostered and on- 
coiiragod ; and that, instead of one 
locality absorbing all the attention 
and moro than one-half of the entire 
rovonuo, tho gobernatorial favors will 
bo bestowed upon all sections alike. 
Tho very best assurance of the 
sincerity of His Excellency is tho 
fact that ho has chosen at least 
two of our most roBpettod ami 
trustworthy oflicials as odvisera, and 
instead of seeing any cause for alarm, 
wo boliovo that Mr Soyrnoar intends 
to fullil hia promisca to tho letter, and 
that he will pursLo no policy-, or sutler 
any measure to become law that will 
operate to the injury of Victoria. Tho 
question of the Capital, so far as we 
can hear, remhins open, but its re- 
moval is only a question of a few 
months. As ibe needle is attracted 
by the magnet, so will tho seat of 
Govornmont gravitate in time towards 
the Island of Vancouver.

To 
ilio eastward tlie elleet would bo firnduecdby 
tho bii>ht wo lifted yesterday, and buoyed on 
the binht buoy. Tho [deking up wont on 
wdill il;) usual certainly and precision, and by 
twelve o'clock (midnight) lho bows of thu 
ship Were crowded, not only by those ac- 
Uially on the wateh, but by nearly all ihe 
hands, wlio turned out lo see the result ol 
this attempt to reeovor tho cable. By this 
lime the boats ol the Albany and Medway 
rowed up under our bows, not so mucb with 
a view to ossiBtiog in putting stoppers on the 
cable as to be there in case any of tbo men 
who Were lowered in bowlines over tho baw 
should fall into ihe water during iheir peril- 
ous Work. Precisely at 12:o0 thi.s morning 
lho Cablo niado its appearaneo upun tho 
grapnel, iii'.d, i«ave when the voice of Captain 
Anderson or .Mr Canning was heard giving 
an order, one could almost boar a pin drop, 
such Was tho porfoot silence which prevailed. 
No oscilomont, no cheering, as there was 
on tbo Sunday when wo lifted it belore ; all 
was calm ond quiet, tho men scarcely spoko 
above tbeir breath.

iKCREiSB IN Trade between Ekoi^and 
A.vu AMERiOA.'^The commissioncra of her 
Majesty's customs, in their annual report, 
have no more re marl^le story to tell of last 
year's trade than the^snddeQ recovery of our 
commercial rclatloij8;wi''>l'^o United Stale'. 
The object of the war was eSeoted iti 186(5, 
and the country bounded forward to its old 
pursuits with an energy which has aslon- 
islied thu world. Thu euonuous reducliou in 
our o.'iporl and import tratlo with America 
during four years of civil war was largely 
recovered in the remaining months of 1805. 
This year there is every chance of itu regain- 
ing the point at which thu slriigglo found it. 
Taking the imports to the United Kingdom, 
which in 181)0 more than doubled the exports 
Irom this country, wo find a substantial im- 
provement aiuco tho close of tho war. In 
1800 tbey were valued at X44,C37,203; in 
1861, at 49,389,602.^ In 1864 tbey. bad fallen 
a little below £18,000,000, bnt last year they 
recovered to £21,549,115, being an incroaao 
on those of 1 'Sti f of £3,000,000, and on 1803 
of nearly £2,000,000. We thus see that an 
iminediaio ellect was produced by the return 
of llio people to their usual pursuits; but the 
groaloal recovery must take place llhia year, 
as thu imports largely cousiels of cotton and 
produce, and there has not yet boon suflici- 
unl lime to show to what e.xtenl tho agricul- 
tural power of Ihe nation has been impaired 
by war. But tho e:£poris are not subject to 
the same causes ot dolay. The Union pre- 
served, merchants resumed dealing, and Ihe 
demand lor every aitiblo of use and luxury 
revived wild such alacrity that tho year 
which witnessed the final blow to the rebel- 
lion saw ibe exports from this country regain 
tbcir position before Ihe South attempted to 
seceili). Ia I860 they were valued at £21, 
t)07,0(j5. tho following year tlicy fell lo only 
a Iraction over .C9, 000, 000, and last year Ihcy 
were ,C21,23r),7'J0. We thus hud that in 
1. ■:(;') wu sent as luueli to tho United States 
as wo received from her, a course of trade 
which has altered completely our commercial 
relations with America.
